THE KENTUCKY PURCHASE. 

Several inquiries have come of 

late concerning the "Kentucky 
Purchase," and as the printed 
stories make only the bares! men- 

highest importai to the young 

nation and this section in partic- 
ular, an effort litis been made to 
get information from private 
parties, Through the kindness of 
Col. H. M. Doack the following 
letter from R. T. Durrett, of Lou- 
isville, Ky.. litis been obtained, 
and is printed with Durrett's per- 
mission : 

"When Kentucky was first set- 
tled by the whites, and when she 
became a State, and lor years 
afterwards, the Chickasaw Indians 
held tlie southwestern part of the 

State. When ; n 1780 a tort was 
built on the Mississippi river by 

the United States, the consent of 
these Indians was not obtained 
and they resented the intrusion 
as a seizure of a part of their 
land. They attacked the fort, 
known as F..rt Jefferson, and came 
very near starving nut the garri- 
son occupying it. At the critical 
moment, however, an officer of 
the fort loaded a swival with mus- 
kel balls and Bred it into the 
ranks of the Indians, who were 
close to the fort, and made such 
destruction among them that they 
were discouraged and abandoned 
the seige. It required a good 
deal of care, however, to manage 
these Indians afterward and keep 
them at peace. Peace was pre- 
served, however, until the final 
purchase of these lands from the 
Indians in the year 1818. 

"A treat v meeting was held in 
Old Town and Gen. Jackson and 
Gov. Shelby acted as commis- 
sioners for the United States and 
the- (diiefs and principal men of 
the Chickasaw Nation represented 
tin 1 Indians. The meeting lasted 
for several days and Anally cl >sed 
on the 10th day ..t October, ISIS. 

Tin treaty was signed by Isatic 
Shelby and Andrew Jackson as 
commissioners on the part of the 
United Stales and by Levi Col- 
bert and twenty others as repre- 
sentatives of the Indians. By 

tins treat the United States pur- 
chased all the binds in southwest- 
ern Kentucky between the Missis- 
lippi river on the west and the 

Tennessee on the east, and Ken- 
tucky on the south. This terri- 
tory baS since been divided lip 

into eight counties— Ballard, Mc 
Cra. 'ken. Marshall, Calloway, 
Graves, Carlisle, Hickman aid 
Fulton. 

"For tiiis large body of land 
the United States agreed to pay 
twenty thousand dollars per year 
for fifteen years, and in addition 
thereto a uuiuber of individual 
payments t" the Indians and the 

alio wan f the use of certain 

districts of the land. Since this 
purchase the transaction lias been 
known more generally as the Jack- 
son than as theJacksou and Shel- 
by Purchase. It has, however, in 
recent years assumed the name of 
'The Purchase, ' and is so known 
wherever it is known at all to- 
day. "

Born December 4, 1795, in the 
village of Eedefechan, parish of 
Hoddain. Dumfriesshire, Scot- 
land. Died at Chelsea, February 
6, 1881. 

Peculiar views prevented him 
from becoming a minister. He 
began the study ot law, which he 
dropped for a period of work as 

grivate tutor to the brilliant Ceo. 
uller, and then embraced litera- 
ture as a profession. 

From 1828 to I82fl be published 
many translations, among them 
"Goethe's Wilhelm Muster," and 
the life of Schiller, both severely 
criticised, and yet highly praised 
—indications of Carlyle 's geniui 
clearly shown in the peculiar 
style and polished methods of de- 
lineation. 

He married Jane Welsh (a lineal 
descendant of John Knox) in 
1826, and wrote his specimens of 
German Romance (4 vols. ) in the 
same eventful, wonderful year. 

After he retired to Craigenput- 
tock, a small property in Dum- 
friesshire, belonging to his wife, 
the loneliest nook in Britain, as 
he himself expresses it, he earn- 
estly dedicated his whole life to 
the great questions in philosophy, 
literature, social ethics, and poli- 
tics. When he departed this lit'
